St. Johns, Nov. 29.—(Special 
to The Daily) — Dawson Col- 
lege’s Housewarming Dance 
scheduled tonight will be at- 
tended by 800 McGill students, 
it was announced by Jim Spen- 
cer, social convenor of The Daw- 
son Students’ Council. He said 
a conservative estimate of the 
R.V.C. girls planning on attend- 
ing has past the 200 mark. Ar- 
rangements for Dawson’s first 
dance were reported completed 
today. 

Transportation for the girls of 
McGill will be provided; buses 


will leave R.V.C. at 7 p.m., taking 
the girls directly out to St. Johns 
in time for the dance at 8.30 p.m. 
The buses will bring them home, 
leaving at midnight, following two 
routes through Montreal. The first 
route is alone Sherbrooke St., pass- 
ing R.V.C. to Guy, up to Cote des 
Neiges and ‘over the mountain to 
Snowdon, down Girouard to Sher- 
brooke St., and downtown again. 
The second route is as follows:— 
Into Montreal, up to Sherbrooke 
St, up Bleury and Park Ave. to 
Van Horne, across Outremont to 
Snowdon, and then down Cote des 
Neiges to R.V.C, 

The orchestra will be the Daw- 
sonaires, under Maestro Bill Con- 
nelly. This group of twelve men 
has been rehearsing for the past 
month in anticipation of this af- 
fair. Two new vocalists are feat- 
ured in the program—Gerry Isman 
and Bill Adamson. 

The Social Committee has stress- 
ed that the grounds at Dawson Col- 
lege are to be considered out of 
bounds except several buildings to 
be used as lounges. Besides the 
main gym. there will be the Cu- 
Weds' Corner Lounge (Building 
21), the Canteen (Building 35), the 
Faculty Club (Formerly, the Offi- 
cers’ mess), and the Women's resi- 
dence,

Students’ Council today announced 
the results to date of several issues, 
including the organization of the 
“Snow-Daws” Ski Club, the instal- 
lation of public telephones, the use 
of the bowling alleys, and a bulle- 
tin of the Governors’ visit here *last 
Saturday, 

The Council Executive has re- 
ceived a report on the organization 
of the “Snow-Daws", a ski club 
recently started on the Dawson 
campus. John Turnerbone, Paul 
Schultz, W, A. Drysdale, are the 
president, vice-president, and sec- 
retary-treasurer, respectively, The 
club's membership fee of one dollar 
has already been approved by the 
Council, and, at present, the ski 
group is looking for prospective 
sites for skiing. 

President Clayton Thompson has 
explained the allocation of tele- 
phones to dormitories, which are 
without public telephones. Every 
dormitory building will be fitted 
with one in the centre hall, he said, 
adding that one phone was the limit 
for McGill house even though it is 
not a complete unit. 

Bowling alleys are now under 
the supervision of Jacque C. 
Guillon, and their organization is 
expected immediately upon com- 
pletion of renovations. Other de- 
velopments in the recreational pro- 
gram, as reported by the Coun- 
cil's committee, are the offers ex- 
tended by the Engineering girls to 
“brighten up" the students’ lounge. 
The lounge at Building 23 will soon 
be provided with a radio and 
gramophone for Friday night par- 
ties, as well as a games room in 
the east wing.

Hemens Sherwin Raymond, and 
Conrad Shatner. The first three 
upheld the negative, while the last 
three maintained the affirmative. 

“Resolved that every able-bodied 
Canadian youth should undergo one 
year’s compulsory military service,” 
was the topic of the five-minute 
speech which determined those 
speakers to debate for McGill in 
the Canadian Intercollegiate com- 
petition against Vermont. The 
judges at this event were Major 
Greenwood of the C.O.T.C., Profes- 
sor Osborne of the Geology Depart- 
ment, and Mr. Dando of the English 
Department. 

Ted Hugessen and Isadore Rosen- 
feld, president of the Debating Soc- 
lety, will debate the negative in 
the forthcoming meet on February 
14 with Ottawa, when McGill plays 
host to the Ottawa University 
team.

Required by Dates Committee 


The Dates Committee of the Students’ Executive Council must 
henceforth receive a duplicate application from every campus 
organization, athletic and otherwise, for permission to hold all 
functions open to students, it was learned for the Committee yes- 
terday. Printed application forms will be available next week in 
the office of the Secretary-Treasurer in the McGill Union. 

These applications will be reviewed at least once a week by the 
Dates Committee, which consists of the President of the McGill 
Union, the President of the Women’s Union, and the Chairman of 
the Athletics Council. The present incumbents of these positions 
are H. A. Richter, Merelie Cayford, and Peter Turcot, respectively. 

The Dates Committee of the Council is based on Article VII, 5, 
of the Constitution of the Students’ Society, which reads: “The 
members of the Council shall constitute a committee on Students’ 


Social Functions. 


All undergraduate bodies desiring to hold any 


entertainment, or other social functions, in the Union or other Uni- 
versity building, must make application to the Committee, which 
may reject the same or forward it with its recommendations to the 


Principal.” 


This committee is to work with a recently-formed four-member 
committee of the McGill University Senate, in deciding the number 
of extra-curricular functions on the campus, and conflicts arising 


out of concurrent events.

Kingston, Nov. 28—(CUP)—A 
campaign for funds for the Inter- 
national Student Service has begun 
at Queen's University and will last 
till December 4.

These will be forwarded to the 
headquarters of the ISS. at Geneva 
Switzerland. The funds collected 
will be distributed amongst the 
countries racked by war, which 
need food, clothing and other as- 
sistance for their students. 

The chairman of the ISS. at 
Queens, commenting on the drive, 
declared, “The students of America, 
untouched by war, are trying to 
help the universities in Europe and 
Asia which suffered so greatly in 
the last six years.”

Dr. Keys Is Appointed 
As Director of New 
Eaton Research Unit 








Dr. D. A. Keys will direct the 
Eaton Electronics Laboratory that 
will be built at McGill University. 
In an announcement yesterday it 
was revealed that an endowment of 


$128,755 has been created to be 
known as the Eaton Electronics Re- 
seareh Laboratory Fund and that 
this sum will be used to build one 
of the most modern laboratories in 
the world, Its purpose will be to 
foster research in a field of vital 
national and international import- 
ance, 


A special laboratory is to be built 
as a division of the department of 
Physics. It will have the most mod- 
ern research apparatus which will 
enable an increasing number of 
postgraduate students to conduct 
research in radio, radar, atomic 
power and a wide range of asso- 
ciated subjects all of vital import- 
ance to Canadian industry and 
scientific progress, 


The cyclotron whose construction 
Is now under way will be greatly 
supplemented in usefulness by the 
electronics laboratory, - 


Prof. Keys who will be in charge 
of the laboratory is an authority 
on electronics, Throughout the war 
he directed special courses for the 
armed forces including one for the 
R.C.A.F. which provided personnel 
to service Great Britain’s famous 
radar protective system, 


The University, through the de- 
partment of Physics this year 
established a closer link with the 
National Research Council of Can- 
ada, whose research workers are 
giving courses in electronics at 
McGill. 


The new project will provide the 
facilities to carry on the program 
now well begun.

Religion? 


(Ed. Note: This is the first in a series of 
contributed editorials which will be devoted to 
the discussion of religion.. We invite student 
comment on this subject.) 


It may be just a strange co-incidence, but a 
number of people we have chanced to meet 
around McGill lately have a peculiar aversion 
to talking about religion. Either they toss it off 
with some nonchalant remark and consider it a 
thing of the past, or else they shy away from 
speaking about something in which they firmly 
believe, yet not firmly enough to state their 
opinions in the face of mockery. 


Whether people have any particular faith in | 
a God or an eternal life or not, doesn’t particu- | 


- larly concern us. What does concern us is the 
apparent indifference with which people look 
upon religion, To many it is tossed away along 
with superstition and prophecies and belief in 
astrology; while to others it is a matter of be- 
longing to a church because one’s parents do, and 
one always has, with no particular constructive 
or destructive criticism of one’s own beliefs. 
The reasons for this seem to lie chiefly in 
the fact that science has trained us to accept 
nothing that cannot be demonstrated in a ma- 
. terial way, and religion certainly cannot be syn- 
thesized as a chemical compound, nor can it be 
analysed into elements. It apparently does not 
concur particularly satisfactorily with our laws 
of physics, nor does it follow any comprehensible 
formula. Furthermore, very few attempts have 
been made to rationalize religion into an easily 
understandable code such as we use for the com- 
prehension of the acknowledged sciences. 
However, on consideration, we have to 
admit that our scientific knowledge is limited, 
and to the extent that it is limited, many will 
concede the point that the existence of a God, 
and of a human soul, is possible. ‘The pure 
scientist conditions this concession by the bdief 
that, when and if man ever exhausts the field of 


knowledge to the point where he will be able to 


understand everything an to create life himself, 
Gold will become non-existent, as will religion. 

Most of the people whose thoughts lie along 
this line however, establish for themselves some 
sere of philosophy by which they conduct their 
ives. 
the lines of the rights of individuals to do as they 
please, provided they do not harm their fellow 
man. With this philosophy, a certain amount of 
rationalism and progress is maintained, and the 
people who follow it find some satisfaction in 
furthering the progress and happiness of the 
world for future generations. 

When we examine this philosophy more 


The general pattern usually falls along 


closely we sce that it borders on religious ideals, | 


while denying the belief in an ineomprehensible 
God and eternal life. In the first place, it takes 
into account the fact that human beings have 
rights as individuals, and this is true only if we 
acknowledge the fact that human beings are 
capable of feeling. While this appears so ob- 
vious as to be superfluous, many a scientist over- 
looks it in consideration of religion, Or perhaps 
he labels it “instinct,” and attributes it to some 
convolution of the brain for which there has as 
yet been no purpose established. 

Conceding the possibility of this, we con- 
tinue in the investigation of his philosophy. 
Next we point to his own consideration for other 
people. This, too, might be labled instinct, in- 
asmuch as animals frequently show the same 
consideration for fellow animals in distress, par- 
ticularly if they have been domesticated. 

But the desire of these people to further the 
progress and happiness of the world is another 
feeling which cannot come under the label of in- 
stinct. It is no less than a faith that men will 
appreciate finer things in life, and better living 
conditions. This consideration for future man 
is nut shown in animals, nor in any other objert 
in nature, animate or otherwise. 

It is the explanation of this faith that leads 
us to believe that the people of this philosophy 
have a form of unacknowledged religion.
